Alx-la-Chappelle, Prussia, Juno 21.— 
A striking speech was delivered by 
Emperor William at the city hall after 
his arrival trom Bonn, accompanied 
by the empress and the crown prince, 
Frederick William. Aft er obsiTvlng 
that the city was the ciadlc of tlie 
Gfiman ttiipire, CharlcinaKH.'. on 
whom Rome conferred the dignity of a 
Roman Caesar, having fixed the seat 
of government, here the cmptTor 
said: "What, however, liis powertiil 
ptTHonality was able to t-fft ct, namely 
combining the office of a Koisaa em- 
peror with tliat of t OenmuHe king 
was denied his sucrcssoi's who striv- 
ing to uphold the \v(jrl(l wi(le imperi- 
urn, forj/ot tlio oauso of Germanla, so 
that little by litUe the Oermaii king 
and people deeared. the Roman «&• 
plre of German nationality fell tO 
pieces.

Staples, Minn.. Jiinp 21. — A col 
llsion occurred at Lower Lake Siding 
two miles west of here on the Norlli 
ern Pacific between No. 7 passenger 
westbound, and No. 8 pasenger. east 
bound. Engineer Scott of No. 7 t^ok 
the siding, expecting No. 8, which- had 
the right of way. Ut pass. The latte 
believing everything clear, came 
along at a high rate of speed. The 
switch, however, had in some way, not 
yet explained, been turned and No. 8 
dashed into the waiting train. All 
the pasengers escaped Injury except 
Harry Zlegier of Hammond. Ind.. in 
the smoker of No. 8, which was tele 
scoped. He received serious internal 
injuries .nnd was taken to i..e Mispitai 
at tiralnerd. The dead are: Con 
ductor Noble of No. 8; George Ras 
mussel, fireman No. 8; Walter Scott 
engineer No. 7; unknown tramp on 
No. 8; Ernest Schultz. engineer No. 8: 
Moelter, baggageman No. s 

Besides these, W. H. Montgomery 
fireman of No. 7 and Express Messen 
gers Gibson and I'ledrick, were budly 
injured. 

The wreck caught fire but the pas 
sengers formed a backet brigade and 

kept the flames under control for a 
time. But at 4:30 the work was given 
up and the fire burned four coaches 
and three or four mail, express ant 
baggage cars. 

Engineer Scott's body has not yet 
been recovered, and It Is thought that 
two or three mail clerks and liai'^;a;;t 
men are not yet accounted for. 

At noon General Manager Cooper of 
the Northern Pacific, said that his 
latfst reports showed four emidoyes 
Killed and thre(> rniployes injured, one 
tramp killed and four pasengers slight 
ly Injured, making a total of 12 kill* i 
and injured. All the Injured have 
been taken to the hospital at Itrainenl 
The body of Conductor Mueller pre 
vlously reported missing, has been 
found, but Engineer Seott Is Still miss 
ing and believed to have been killed.

London, June 21. — During the dls 
cusslon of the navy estimates in tlie 
house of commons, Ktar Adniirnl 
Lord Charles Beresford, Conservative, 
scathingly criticised the deficiencies 
of the navy. He declared the whole 
admiralty s.vstem was rotten and \od 
to great extravagance and there was 
a general want of efficiency In the 
navy on wlifeh depended tiM eidst* 
vnce of the empire. This -^IM the 
judgment of all the commissions of 
'inquiry and had been proven a tact 
Every Increase in the number of 
ships and every improvement in them 
had been the result of outside agita- 
tion. As the rtsult of such agitation, 
the British .Mediterranean fleet was 
now a fourth strotiger than a year ago. 

Murderer Hanged. 
Brandon, Manitoba, June 21. — Wal- 
ter Gordon, who was convicted at the 
spring assises here for the murder of 

Charles Daw, a young Englishman, 
ani who also confessed to the murder 
of Jacob Smith. Daw's hired man. was 
hanged here. The prisoner manifest- 
ed the greatest sang frold to the end. 
Gordon bad arranged to purchase 
Daw's farm, but when the time came 
for completing the bargain he lacked 
the money. He took possession of 
the farm and held It for some time. 
I'Ut fearing detection fled to Dakota, 
where he enlisted in the United States 
army. Afterwards he desertea and go- 
ing to Halifax enlisted In the Second 
.Mounted Rlflee for South Africa. He 
was arrested Just as he was embark- 
ihg. 

Young Woman Murdered. 

Merldan, Mass., June 21. — Every of- 
ficer In this section Is guarding the 
roads and trains looking for the as- 
sailant and murderer of Miss Bartflela 
at Lusk, Chotaw county, Ala. The 
young lady was found with her throat 
cut and the evidence showed that she 
had made a desperate fight before 
yielding life and honor.

At the mills that were opened the 
employes were siiiiidied with arm.s 
and ammunition to protect themselves 
and their employers' property In case 
of attack. , 

Arbitration Proposed. 
New York. June 21.— The ttaltan 
chamber of comerce has decided to 
try to arbitrate the difference between 
the striking silk dyers of raii rson and 
their employers. At a secret meeting 
of that organisation many of the mem* 
bers. who are silk importers, whose 
business is affectetl. a committee of 
four was apimiiiiid to visit I'atersun 
and confer with the city officials, the 
strikers and the mill owners and to of- 
fer to act as arbitrators or In any oth- 
er acceptable way lend the help of the 
Italian business men toward the set- 
tlement of the strike.
